MEXICO. 


Like the pages of a romance, into 
which is woven the story of heroes and 
warriors, men of kingly presence and 
renown, and- where is pictured life 
with all its virissitudes and changes; 
where are palace halls, and rich treas- 


ures, and all that goes to make up the 


absorbing ideals of our fancy, are the 
historic pages that have been written 
of the land of the Aztec. Prescott has 
thrown a glamour and a veil of ro- 
mance over the history of Mexico’s 
past. He has brought it before our 
fancy as a region full of tropical 
bloom and loveliness, with its mighty 
aqueducts, its broad, fertilizing ca- 
nals, its vast forests inl its rich mines. 
‘We see a people far advanced in ciyil- 
ization, rich and prosperous, reveling 
in the delights of existence, and 
worshiping in their stately tem- 
ples the Sun, their “mighty father. 
History takes us backward till we find 
the origin of the peoples who dwelt 
in this land of the Sun, wrapped in 
mystery. We stand on the threshold 
of pre-historic days, when the fair 
land was inhabited by tribal people, a 
rich empire, which waited through 
the centuries forthe coming of the 
conqueror. We catch the echo of the 
invading armies and see their mighty 
columns move across the plains and 
scale the mountain tops and advance 
upon captured cities. 
. tive races melt away and vanish like 
the forests which fell before the ax of 
foreign vandals. The great lakes 
shrink, and the sun’ drinks up the 


streams which flowed . between 
the banks denuded of their 
shade, .and the lands which 


- once were fertile grow to be a barren 
waste. This is the picture which his- 
tory shows us: the ruthless destruc- 
tion of trees, and the consequent bar- 


renness of onc fertile 


uistory and profiting by 
the lessons which it teaches, tor the 
Mexican Government is making an ef- 
fort to rehabilitate the valley of Mexi- 
co with fruits and forests, it having 
become almost denuded of trees. The 
experiment will be watched with 
interest in California, where experi- 
ments in forestry are so much needed, 
and where may be found barren 
wastes which, 1f forests were planted, 
might become rich and fertile ex- 
panses, yielding an abundance from 
their virgin soil. In regard to the 
Mexican project we clip the following 
from an exchange : 


A contract has been made by Presi- 
dent ‘Gonzales for the planting of 
2,000,000 trees in the valley of Mexico, 
within the four years beginning March 
15, 1884. By the terms of the 
contract 500,000 trees are to 
be planted each year in places which the 
government shall designate. The con- 
tractor pledges himself to establish a 
number of nurseries and to have in 
them each year at least 80,000 ash, 35,- 
000 willows, 120,000 poplars, 60, 000 
eucalyptus trees, 60, 000 troen-japones, 
60,000 mountain cypress cedars, 60,000 
acacias and 120,000 of miscellaneous 
varieties. The trees must be in plan- 
tations of trom 50,000 to 100,000 each, 
and the contractor must maintain them 
for two years after planting. Three 
graduates of the school of agriculture 
are to. be received into the nurseries 
each year, where they shall study the 
science of forestry. The contractor is 
also to m@ntain a nursery of fruit 


trees and other useful plants 
suitable to the climate. These 
shall be be for free distribution, 


and the nursery shall contain at least 
5000 specimens. He also agrees to 
translate from the German each year, 
‘for five successive years, some work on 
arboriculture, of recognized merit, and 
within two years he must make a trans- 


_ lation of the German laws regarding the 


protection of mountains by forest 
growths. The government is to ap- 
point an inspector, who is to watch all 
operations, and will pay his expenses. 
For compensation, the contractar. »o- 

ceives $200,000, payable in installments 
of $40,000 a year, and at the rate of 
eight cents for each tree. 


The plan is a complete one, and a 
suggestive one for California, as well 
as the country at large.

Streets and gutters, and walls and 
floors should be cleansed, and some 
regulation should be established to 
prevent the crowding of these Chinese 
so closely together. We all know 
that they are filthy in their habits, 
and the atmosphere of their habita- 
tionsis foul. Closely herded as they 
are in ill-ventilated quarters, the ex- 
halations from their opium pipes and 
persons is sufficient to poison any at- 
mosphere and breed sickness in an 
epidemic form. Let the work of 
cleansing be promptly attended to by 
the proper authorities. it is well to

Insectiverous Florida. 
Florida Letter. } 

More feared just now by the trav- 
eler in Florida than the Indians are 
insects.. In some seasons the flea is 
omnipresent and innumerable. He is 
recognized in polite society, and 
scratching is tolerated, as in Scotland. 
Ticks abound in the "cattle pastures. 
They consist of an india-rubber sack 
attached to a small cork-screw head, 
which latter they insert under your 
cuticle and through which they draft 
your precious sanguinous fluid into 
the sack. You are apprised of one’s 
presence by suddenly feeling a pro- 
tuberance as large as a buckshot, 
“lat wack. attempt 
to drag it off, but succeed only in pull- 
ing the body away, after which you 
can dig out the head at your leisure 
with your hunting-knife. The red 
bug is to be found on nearly all the 
hunting grounds, near fresh water, 
exactly where you desire to encamp, 
and is very apt to appear in a swam 
when he comes. I cannot describe 
him, as I have never subjected him to 
microscropic examination. To the 
naked eye he has the appearance of a 
light prick from the point of a very 
fine needle.. He burrows entirely un- 
der the cuticle. The poison is sure 
in its action, the irritation is insuffer- 
able, and the general result is a sore as 
large as a half dollar, which will re- 
sist cure for weeks. Jiggers exist in 
some localities. They generally insin-’ 
uate themselves ®etween the fingers 
and toes and deposit an egg, from 
which is hatched a worm that in many 
cases, in addition to great pain, 
causes serious’ lameness and _ in- 
conveniences. Mosquitoes, after the 
first of May, become - a 
terrible pest. They are of the small, 
black variety, exceedingly poisonous, 
come in clouds and make life unendur- 
able in some localities. But the worst 
of all, tothe hunter or fisherman, is 
the sand- fly. He comes all at once, 
and his name is legion. You are hunt- 
ing on the sea-beach, among the man- 
groves Or palmettoes, or anchored in a 
bay, or out in one of the keys, when 
the breeze suddenly dies out.
